17,  1776,  but  the  denomina- 
tions of  this  issue  with  this  device  being  confined  to  V J,  -§, 
of  a dollar,  it  seems  to  confirm  the  supposition  that  these  coins 
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were  designed  to  be  the  dollar  and  possibly  for  the  want  of  a 
supply  of  silver  were  not  struck  as  intended — paper  was 
cheaper  and  to  the  disgrace  of  our  government  that  paper  has 
not  been  redeemed.
